PRUNING 


For defails on Rose Pruning, refer to page No. 59 of 
your Red Star Pocket Garden Guide. 

Deciduous fruit trees should be pruned to keep them 
within bounds and admit sunlight; but mainly to pro¬ 
mote new fruiting growth. Since fruit is produced only 
on the previous year's growth, be very careful not to 
cut out all of the past season's growth, or there'll be 
no fruit this year! Aim at removing inside limbs, so that 
trees have a funnel shape. Take out dead wood and 
cross limbs, and cut back at least half of the tall ter¬ 
minal growth of the past season — making cuts just 
above outside buds or short lateral twigs.

Three major educational 
finance problems will be at 
the center of many discus¬ 
sions at the 1964 session of 
the Legislature: bonds for 
local scliool construction: 
state construction bonds for 
higher education; and state- 
support for elementary, high 
school and junior college 
education. 

It is becoming customary 
for the legislature to pro¬ 
pose sizeable bond issues 
for state construction and 
for school building aid at 
every election, and 1964 
looks like no exception. In 
1962 the voters approved a 
total of $470 million for 
these purposes and it is an¬ 
ticipated that the governor 
will ask $300 million this 
year for local scliool dis¬ 
tricts and another $300 mil¬ 
lion primarily for state col¬ 
lege and the University of 
California campuses. 

Tills construction must go 
on. The voters have ap¬ 
proved bonds in the past 
and will probably approve 
them this year. There is, 
however, a long term con¬ 
cern: If these bonds con¬ 
tinue to be issued at their 
current rate, the strain on 
the state’s general fund ten 
years from now will reach 
a staggering $178 million 
for debt service for these 
purposes alone. While the 
increasing growth of our 
economy will no doubt in¬ 
crease revenues to partly 
offset growing debt service 
charges, such charges will 
still cause increasing rigid¬ 
ity in the fiscal situation 
and higher costs. With this 
outlook, the Department of 
Finance should certainly re¬ 
study the “pay-as-you-go” 
method of financing for at 
least part of our continuing 
state cnstruction needs. 

Turning to increased sup¬ 
port for local elementary, 
high school and junior col¬ 
lege education, some omin¬ 
ous and familiar battle 
lines may already be seen: 

1. The governor has stat¬ 
ed opposition to increased 
support unless the county¬ 
wide tax “reform” is incor¬ 
porated in the distribution 
of state aid. 

2. The State Superinten¬ 
dent of Education has said 
the county-wide tax support 
concept is dead because the 
Senate will never pass it, 
and that the Legislature 
should pass $75 million in 
Increased support this year 
without the county-wide

3. The Senate has stead¬ 
fastly refused to accept the 
county-wide concept at past 
sessions, while the Assem¬ 
bly has tended to insist 
upon it. 

All in all, the environ¬ 
ment forebodes controversy, 
confusion, and potential 
deadlock; this, despite the 
existence of an anticipated 
$101 million surplus, and a 
generally acknowl edged 
failure of state support to 
keep pace with rising costs. 
With some crying, “No more 
money without reform” and 
others crying, “No reform 
but more money,” the issue 
is surely in doubt.

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OP SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. A new Part 3, read¬ 
ing as follows. Is hereby added to 
Chapter 2 of Article II of the 
Sierra Madre City Code; 

Part 3 

POLICE FORCE 
Section 2240. 

Police Force, Creation of. 

A police force Is hereby created 
and established pursuant to Gov¬ 
ernment Code Section 38630, et 
scq., and 41600, ct seq., and such 
other provisions of the Govern¬ 
ment Code of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia as may be applicable 
thereto. 

Section 2241. 

Members. 

Said police force shall consist 
of the Chief of Police and such 
members as shall be appointed by 
the City Council. The compensa¬ 
tion of such members shall be 
fixed by the City Council by ap¬ 
propriate resolution. 

Section 2242. 

Duties. 

It shall be the duties of the 
members of the Police Depart¬ 
ment to see to the enforcement 
of all of the ordinances of the 
City and all statutes applicable 
therein; and to preserve order 
and prevent Infractions of the 
law and arrest violators thereof: 
and to exercise such other duties 
as shall be prescribed by the 
Government Code of the 
California. 

Section 2243. 

Conduct. 

It shall be the duty of every 
member of the Police Department 
to conduct himself or herself In a 
proper and law abiding manner 
at all times and to avoid the use 
of unnecessary force. Each mem¬ 
ber of the Department shall obey 
the orders and directions of his 
superior. 

Section 2244. 

Rules and Regulations. 

The Chief of Police may make 
or prescribe such rules and regu¬ 
lations as he shall deem advis¬ 
able; such rules, when approved 
by the Cotmcll. shall be binding 
on such members. Such rules and 
regulations may cover, beside the 
conduct of the members, uni¬ 
form and equipment to be worn 
or carried, hours of service, vaca¬ 
tions, deportment, and all other 
slmllpr matters necessary or de¬ 
sirable for the better efficiency 
of the department.

Discipline. 

The Chief of Police may en¬ 
force such disciplinary action 
that shall be contained within 
the rules and regulations pres¬ 
cribed and approved as above set 
forth. .
